The new. law’ calls for appoint- 
ment of the judge to preside unul 
the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in January, 1963, when an 
official election will be held to 
name a judge of the court. The po- 
sition as created by the legislature 
pays $5,000 annually.

Everglades Popcorn 
Research Promising 


Inbred resistance to insect dam- 

age may be in the offing for pop- 
corn strains under test at the Ever- 
glades Experiment Station east ot 
| Belle Glade. 
į Victor E. Green, Jr., associate 
ag-onomist, and Emmett D. Har- 
ris, Jr., assistant entomologist, re- 
port that results so far; while in- 
conclusive, suggest that several in- 
| bred parents may be of value in 
contributing resistance to ear- 
worms and stored grain insects to 
hybrids. 

The popcorn experiments invol- 
ved 19 commercial. and experi- 
mental hybrids grown on orgaic 
soils in southern Florida. 

Yields averaged from 3,900 to 
5,655 pounds per acre shelled corn 
at 15.5 percent moisture. All va- 
i rieties weighed more than 66 
| pounds per bushel. Volume tests 
indicated that all yarieties would 
expand above 37 volumes per 
| measure of raw grain. Two varie- 
į ties popped above 43 volumes, the 
| highest ever tested at Belle Glade 
j and the highest figure published 
to the researchers’ knowledge. 

A complete report on the char- 
acteristics, performance and quai- 
ity of the 19 popcorn varieties test- 
ed in 1960 is given in Everglades 
Station Mimeo Report 61-12, avail- 
able from the Florida Exepriment 
Stations.

Scientist Believes: Folk Singers In widely in the amount of nutrients 


Vibriosis Cause Of 
Cattle Infertility 


GAINESVILLE — Vibriosis is 
now generally considered to be a 
major cause of infertility in cattle, 
according to a University of 
Florida scientist. 

Dr. F. H. White, assistant bac- 
teriologist with the Agricultural 
Experiment Stations, says dam- 
age due to this bacterial disease 
is limited primarily to fetal tissue’ 
and does not affect the general 
health of the adult animal. 

He adds that bulls may carry tiie 
organisms without any signs of 
damage to the animal. Vibriosis is 
spread in'a herd by means of the 
breeding process. It may also be 
spread by means of artificial in- 
semination if the bull from which 
the semen is collected is infected. 

Dr. White warns that it is very 
important for breeding associa- 
tions to know the status of their 
bulls in respect to vibrio infection. 
Although clinical examinations, as 
well as breeding records, are help- 
ful, he says they cannot be relied 
on to diagnose vibriosis in a herd. 

Progress is being made in the 
development of accurate tests for 
the detection of this infection. 
Florida is cooperating with other 
Southern experiment stations in an 
effort to better understand vibri- 
osis and to reduce the economic 
losses is causes. 

Dr. White says prevention of in- 
fection and reduction in losses from 
vibriosis depend largely on man- 
agement practices. “It is hoped 
that local veterinarians will be 
consulted in cases of- infertility 
and abortions,” he adds, “since 
Proper diagnosis is of utmost im- 
portance in these cases.”

BREWSTER—Joe Larned of 
Bradley, amateur naturalist, un- 
covered a real treasure while dig- 
ging in a Brewster phosphate pit. 
Ee uncovered a complete claw of 
the long extinct Megatherium or 
ground sloth. 2 

Museum officials at the Uni- 
versity of Florida and Florida State 
believe that Larned's find will pro- 
vide much available information 
in piecing together history of 
creatures chat probably’ ‘roamed 
the sands of Florida during the 
I ice-age. 

While fragments of such claws 
have,been found in the past, this 
is the first time a complete claw, in 
a good state of preservation has 
ever been found. A 
The claw measures 12 inches 
long. and six and one-half incheg 
wide which scientists say would in- 
dicate that the animal when alive 
weighed around eight tons. Larn- 
ed's find also included part of 
the creature's jaw and teeth. Teeth 
measured two and one-half inches 
wide and five inches long.

hibits in local stores, and have 
special programs on television and 
radio to reach new homemakers. 
Newspapers will carry news and 


stories about the work in their 
areas. 
She says the purposes of Na- 


tional Home Demonstration Week 
are to develop a better understand- 
ing among the general public of 
the home economics research and 
extension educational program 
conducted by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture and state land-grant 
colleges; to inform more people of 
the unique contribution of the total 
extension service to economic and 
social development in this country; 
to alert state and county officials 
and other community leaders of 
the adjustments being made in the 
home demonstration program to 
meet the needs of modern-day liv- 
ing; to provide for recognition of, 
and further participation by, the 
home demonstration leaders in 
Florida. 

The state agent points out that 
membership in home demonstration 
clubs is composed of women inter- 
ested in informal homemaking edu- 
cation. The activities of the home 
demonstration club are designed 
primarily to help develop leader- 
ship and stimulate homemakers 
to greater achievements in the 
home.
